GREAT ELECTRICAL
CURRENT TO LI

{By United Press Leased Wire.)
San Francisco, Oct. 8.—8Solution of

lying over rivers, harbors and in the
paths of ocean liners 18 belleved to-
day to be nearer than ever before

by sclentists of national repute who
are working on a giant electrical
machine at the Panama expdsition.

The largest electrical transformer
ever bullt, capable of transforming
a milllon volts, heretofore considered
impossible, will be used In the experi-
ment,

Sclentists of the bureau of mines
and the Smithsonian Institute belleve
the discharge of this high power will
create an electrical disturbance and
thunder which will cause fog to rise
from the surface of the water.

Dr. C. G. Cottrell, of the bureau of
mines, Is in charge of the experiment
and is {astalling the transformer at
the exposition. The first test will
ootur within a week, according to Dr,
Cottrell.
